It is just a whole thing with my family. | chose 
flowers because it is something that | like and people were always asked 
what's the meaning of it and sometimes | just get tattoos because | like 
tattoos, or | like the design and | want that. My next tattoo is going to say, 
‘One day | asked God to make it rain and it started pouring: That one 
symbolizes the growth that | have gone through and will tie back into my 
flowers. My parents have had tattoos since | was little [and] my mom and 
dad had them when they were [teenagers]. My brother got his when he 
turned 16.

Q: What psychological effects do mental 

disorders such as depression or anxiety have 

on the brain? 

A: Mental disorders such as depression and anxiety can 
change brain structure and alter functioning, particularly 

in areas that involve memory, planning and executive 
functions, conflict resolution and fear. That is why treatment 
is so important. 


Q: How can having high levels of anxiety, for 
example, affect the mental growth of a teen? 

A: Having mental illness can affect an adolescent in many 
ways. For example, having anxiety or depression can lead to 
self-esteem and self-image problems, increased avoidance 
behaviors, social isolation and decreased problem-solving 
ability. Mental disorders not only increase distress but they 
impair one’s ability to socialize and work. They may also 

put one at risk for problems like substance use disorders, 
behavioral problems and/or suicidal thinking. 


Q: we should people always stay aware 

and check in with others about their mental 
health? 

A: Education and awareness are critical tools in early 
identification and treatment of mental illness. The longer 
someone who needs treatment goes untreated the more 
likely their symptoms will worsen and cause more damage 
and disruption in their life. The average time from first 
symptom to first treatment is about ten years. Reaching 
out to a trusted relative or adult such as a teacher, school 
counselor or your family doctor is very important. 


Q: How can having a mental disorder affect 
education in school? 

A: Having a mental disorder can make doing well both 
socially and academically much more of a challenge. 
Anxiety and depression can impair one’s ability to socialize 
and do schoo! work at a time when development of healthy 
self-esteem and self-image are very important. It is always 
good for steps to be taken throughout our society to help 
raise awareness of mental illness and how to get help 
because it may reduce the severity and persistence of those 


illnesses, as well as prevent secondary disorders from arising. 


Most importantly, it can also save lives. 


Q: Why is it important to seek help? 

A: | think that it is important to remember that having 
feelings, whether they are sadness, anger, disappointment 
and embarrassment, are normal emotions that are part of 
our experience as human beings. Depression is abnormal 
because it affects thoughts, feelings and behaviors in very 
pervasive and chronic ways that make it difficult to feel 
pleasure, be motivated, have hope or function effectively, 
for example. While being sad after not doing as well as you 
would have liked is normal, feeling worthless and hopeless 
may be signs of depression. In this case, it is a great idea to 
talk to a trusted adult or healthcare professional such as 
your family physician.

Sometimes people wouldn't be able to focus 
in school, and their grades starts to go down 
when their mental health is not great. Also, 
these bad grades may trigger their mental

5 that it is healthy. School 

—— does a lot of good for 
the students’ mental health, but it also does 
some bad. For example, the fact that we learn 
things, we get to socialize, etc., is from school 
and that does a lot of good. However things 
like stress about big tests and homework are 
bad. Bullying is another issue, however that is 
also caused from school. Factors like how you 
respond to a heavy workload and how you 
interact with people determine your mental 
health in a school setting, in my opinion. Over 
the summer, ironically enough since it wasn’t 
in school, is when my mental health wasn’t 
at it’s best. | would describe it as a very awful 
experience.

It’s hard, believe 
me, it’s really hard, but you 
just have to keep your head 
up and know that at the end 
of the day, at some point, it’s 
going to get better. It’s not 
going to be today, it might 
not be next week, it might not 
be next month, but if you just 
wait and give it time, things 
will get better. You don't really 
know how it’s going to get 
better; you don’t know what's 
going to come into your life 
that’s going to make things 
better. You don’t know how 
your life's going to change to 
make it better. The phrase ‘it 
gets better’ is so broad and 
so vague, but it’s the best 
way to put it. People struggle 
with it silently and don't 

say anything about it and 
people shouldn't be afraid 

to talk about it, because it’s 
something detrimental to 
people and it's hurting alot 
of people who aren't talking 


about it. It’s a good thing 

to spread awareness and 

talk about it and let these 
people know that it’s fine to 
have these problems, and 
that there is a way out.

declared, president trump has made progress on his promise of a border wall 


President Donald Trump was elected in 2016 when a 
record 1375 million Americans voted in the presidential 
election, according to the U.S. Census Bureau, Even 
though most students in 2016 were not eligible to vote, 
they still have thelr opinions on Trump. 

“| think Trump has the right mindset and knows what 
he wants to do and is going strong on that. | think the 
people who voted for him definitely support that.

for a steel slat design for his border wall, which he 
described as “absolutely critical to border security,” 
according to NBC News.

student’s tattoo 


iabetes is a disease that many people 

are familiar with all around the world. 
With the permission of his parents, Max 
Creasbaum decided to get a tattoo on his 
left forearm to show that he has diabetes. 

“Basically, diabetes is when part of your 
pancreas, the part that produces insulin, 
[stops] working, which then causes your 
blood sugars to go up and then what 
happens to some people is they go into 
comas ifit gets too high, and then you have 
to go to the hospital,” Creasbaum said. 

Creasbaum found out he was diabetic on 
Feb. 13, 2015, and has been dealing with it 
for the past three years now. While being 
only in middle schoo! at the time, he decided 
to get a tattoo to commemorate. 


“[I got the tattoo] around April of 2018. It 
shows the red cross and it says diabetes type 
one at the top and it’s really noticeable,” 
said Creasbaum. 

Creasbaum’s main purpose of the tattoo 

is to replace the bracelets or necklaces he 
used to wear that would often break apart. 
If an emergency were to occur, the bracelet 
or necklace would be there for responders 
to notice and tell that he was diabetic. 

“If anything ever happened to me, the 
paramedics would have to know I’m 
diabetic and have to do certain things for 
me. If they didn't know | was diabetic, they 
could do the wrong things for me and it 
could hurt me worse,’ said Creasbaum. 

Creasbaum has had to learn how to adapt 
to playing football. Thankfully, he is not too 
affected by it. 

“It doesn't affect me too much, but 
sometimes during sports it jumps between 
highs and lows, which is bad, but that 
problem can be fixed. It’s under control 
now.” Creasbaum said.

I, 2008, Marina Wuchenich was adopted 
from Ukraine. Now she lives with her 
adopted mom, dad and brother. 

“My parents were drug addicts and 
alcoholics, so they [didn’t] know how to take 
care of me and the government took me 
away,” Wuchenich said. 

During her first years in the U.S., Wuchenich 
had to take first grade twice because her 
English wasn’t at the same level as the other 
kids.

The biggest influence on me 
was my peers. lfother people are doing it, 
you get curious. | knew it was a problem 
when | would accidentally leave my Juul 
at home, have to turn around and go 
get it before | went anywhere because | 
couldn't see myself without it in my hands, 
as sad as that sounds. | truly don't think 
Juul has had an impact on me in school 
because there isn’t much correlation 
that would impact grades heavily by a 
Juul. It was understood that Juuling was 
way safer than traditional cigarettes 
because cigarettes have carcinogens, 


which are cancer-causing substances. 
Juuls only contain nicotine, which is 
still heavily addicting, so in no way did | 
think Juul was ‘healthy’ or ‘safe; simply a 
better substitute. The hardest part is the 
money thing. If | had to guess [with] the 
amount of money I’ve spent on pods, it’s 
definitely in the thousands. My advice 
to any younger student is to [not] waste 
your money on it because an addiction 
isn't fun. There’s so much other stuff 
that you could be spending money on, 
especially with being in high school [and] 
you want to save money so you can have 
fun in college. Whenever you're doing any 
activity, you're thinking about it a lot. It's 
always on your mind [and you] want to 
do it. You could be doing work or doing 
something more productive. The hardest 
thing [about stopping] is muscle memory 
because you get so used to moving your 
hand up to your mouth. What's kind of 
ridiculous is that the FDA is cracking down 
on Juul and getting rid of the flavored

pods. | know people who were buying six 
or seven boxes of flavored pods in order 
to save up and have them [for] when they 
[aren't distributed] anymore. When you 
look at it that way, you get to see how 
much money you're actually spending on 
it. My friends now still Juul and it’s hard 
when I'm with them. | didn’t quit cold 
turkey. Currently, the longest I’ve gone 
without my Juul is ten days, which may 
not seem like much, but every day counts. 
| plan to keep that number of days going ie 
up because | am currently in the process 
of quitting nicotine. Going ten days 
without it, I’m starting to feel the effects 
and feel a lot healthier with myself and 
my body. This will help me in the long run. 
| don’t buy pods [and] | don’t even have 
a device anymore, so when I'm with [my 
friends], | hit theirs, but [there's] definitely 
an improvement. Eventually, | feel that | 
won't even need to hit their stuff because 
you're losing that dependency for it and 
it’s not as important.”

foreign lifestyle 


ne of the many opportunities students 
across the globe can arrange is studying 
abroad. Maximilian Von Boxberg came from 
Germany to study in the U.S. 

“| wanted to make progress with my 
English and learn more about the culture 
I've been to the US. like three times before 
and I've always liked it;’ Von Boxberg said. 

Living all across the world and being 
separoted from family for a year may be 
challenging, but Von Boxberg knew that 
being a part of the foreign exchange 
program is something that he wanted to do. 

“For along time | wasn't really sure where 
to go because we had tons of opportunities. 
| also thought about going to Canada 
because there, | could also improve my 
French skills. But finally, it was the U.S. 
becabeen here several times before and | 


I've also been here on an exchange before,” 
Von Boxberg said. 

Von Boxberg went through a foreign 
exchange program that had some grueling 
processes. There were many procedures 
that had to be done in order for him to study 
in the US. 

“It’s [a] really hard process because first 
of all, you have to make sure that you 
really want [to go] to a different country 
because it costs a lot of money. It’s very time 
consuming, and if you hate it, it’s not worth 
it’ Von Boxberg said. 

Learning how to be able to live in a foreign 
country could take some getting used to. 
Von Boxberg has had to adapt to his new 
surroundings, such as the school, his host 
family and the outside world in general. 

“The school system is completely different. 
In Germany, you can't just choose the 
classes you want to have. People behave 
very differently [and] are much more open- 
minded here than in Germany,’ Von Boxberg 
said.

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ff any students have a passion for pets, but 


Aleece Spasevski takes that passion to the 
next level. She started her own non-profit 
organization called Misfit Mutts that rescues 
dogs from unsafe or bad situations. 

“| started volunteering at animal shelters 
three or four years ago, and throughout 
the process, | really wanted to be able to 
start my own. Shelters are not a very good 
environment for dogs, so | wanted to start 
a foster-based rescue that keeps [dogs] out 
of the shelters while they're looking for their 
forever home,’ Spasevski said. 

Spasevski knows the risks of leaving dogs 
in shelters, so she wanted to do something 
to help. Her organization adopts dogs from 
shelters and places them into foster homes. 


Spasevski sometimes has trouble 
balancing her schoolwork and the 
organization, but she knows how important 
it is to help dogs whenever she can. Shelters 
aren't the best environment for dogs to 
be in, so Misfit Mutts prides themselves on 
getting dogs into a real home as soon as 
possible. 

“| think rescue is really important forthe 
animals because a lot of people still don’t 
really know anything about [rescuing]. 
[For] a lot of dogs [with behavioral issues] 
that wind up in shelters, [the] shelters don’t 
really know how to manage that or how to 
work through those issues so they can be 
adopted,” Spasevski said. 

Right now, Misfit Mutts has regular 
meetings with other volunteers and holds 
meet and greets for people who wish to 
adopt. Other than finding more volunteers 
and foster families, Soasevski has some 
additional goals forthe organization. 

“A long-term goal is that I'd love to open 
up a physical location and have an animal 
sanctuary, Short-term [is] to get involved 
in schools and to open up an educational 
aspect of [Misfit Mutts]; Spasevski said.

Daring the summer of 2018, Jillian Murray 
was working as a lifeguard at Whihala 
Beach in Whiting, when she saved a 
17-year-old boy's life after he was in a jet ski 
accident. 

“l was on stand, guarding the water and 
another lifeguard, [Michael Perich (‘18)], 
was going to change the flags because the 
waves were getting bigger. [Perich] was 
informing people that they couldn't go too 
deep” Murray said. 

She was watching the water when 
suddenly, a jet ski had t-boned another jet 
ski and rode up the side of it, hitting the boy 
in his head causing him to be in need of 
urgent help. 

“[Perich] saw the jet ski accident so he 
radioed to me to get down and help [the 
boy]. | had to have someone else come to

watch the water. | then just ran down to 
help him and then at that point, the kid was 
already out of the water, so | had to give 
[Perich] gauze and gloves and then hold in 
my stabilization,” Murray said. 

Murray, with the help of others, helped save 
the boy's life. Murray has been praised by 
local newspapers and her school for this act 
of heroism. 

“{l won] a citizen safety award [which is] 
anew award. The Whiting Police created it 
for us and they're going to keep giving it out 
every year. The reason | got it was because | 
showed bravery and | put my life in danger 
trying to save [someone else],” Murray said. 

Murray has been working as a lifeguard 
since her sophomore year and took the life- 
saving class offered at the high school. After 
this incident, Murray had a different outlook 
on life and is encouraging others to become 
a lifeguard as well.

ww at making positive 
relationships with 
€> students and that 
contributes to the sense 
of security that we have here. Depending 
on the situation, it can go both ways. There 
are times where | wish there was more of 
an administrative presence, [like in] passing 
periods. There are a lot of opportunities 
for kids to get away with things during this 
time. The next step would be ensuring that 
staff monitors the hallways during the day. | 
feel that our administration has taken some 
steps toward improving this, however, the 
vaping issue to me is a safety issue and this 
needs to be properly addressed. This starts 
with teachers monitoring the halls and 
ensuring that issues are dealt with swiftly.” 


“We've done training for all three of our police and fire 
departments. In Dyer, for instance, especially when they come 
onto the department, they go through the buildings. We 
always encourage officers to come in, everyone one of our 
officers in the Tri-Town and Lake County, they all have swipe- 
cards like the teachers do. We have swipe-card exit all around 
our building and they know where those accesses are. All we 
do is swipe in and every officer could do that. It doesn’t matter 
what time of day or night. So even when nobody is here, we 
can walk the building and do checks. If you’re in the building, 
we want you to get behind a locked door. That’s been a proven 
time barrier for every case that’s been out there. That’s why 

we recommend everybody to lock the door, turn the lights off 
and get out of sight of the glass window. That way, nobody 
can see that they’re in there. Now, people always say, ‘that’s 
what everyone does, so the threat knows you are going to be 
in there’ The threat may know you are in there, but what we 
have learned is that the threats when they are in the building 
are looking for motion. They're looking for whoever is moving to 
draw their attention. Whatever has their attention, that’s what 
they're going to go toward. You want to avoid the threat, deny 
access. At the very end, if you know the person's going to try to 
come in, defend yourself. 


You know one of the things that we’ve done for about four 
years now, is that once a month, our three police departments 
and fire departments and even the Lake County sheriff's 
Department meet with the police chiefs and some of the 
commanders from each of the departments. | can’t stop 
every single thing and part of it too is [the students]. Dr. 
Veracco says it pretty well: ‘We don’t want to take away 
everybody's or your fun. We want to have a regular schoo! 

day. We don’t want anybody looking over their shoulder [or] 
worrying about getting hurt at school by any means. We 

want the teachers to look out in the hallway and give it a few 
seconds. We can't tell them you have to wait two minutes 
to walk out. What | recommend is go out in the hallway and rw ; 
make contact with a teacher, look and listen and then a lot of : 
it is common sense. So if you don’t hear, see or smell right now, ed 
do we need to run out of here? No, we don't, but just be aware 
of it and just always know the routes and how to get out of the 
building.”
